Kodak draws up credit 
masterplan 


crunch 


ODAK is drawing 

up plans to develop 

‘smaller’ digital 
compact cameras and sees 
‘easy-to-use’ video as an 
increasingly vital selling 
point as the economic crisis 
dampens consumer demand. 

Jerry Magee, Kodak's 
worldwide Future Product 
Development marketing 
manager for Z-series digital 
compacts, told AP: ‘The 
innovation and the ability to 
go to YouTube is huge. It has 
absolutely mesmerised me 
how easy it is for video to be 
shared. Two years ago it was 
just about impossible: 

Video capture will be key to 
the company’s future sales as 
the world financial crisis takes 
its toll on consumer demand. 
‘The industry is consolidating, 
and | think you are seeing the 
number of announcements 
from companies consolidating 
just because we have to... At 
the same time that’s why we 
have gone to video 

Magee (pictured) sees the 
sharing of video images, via 
social networking sites, 
‘equal to still sharing’ 

But the firm has ruled 
out entering the emerging 
market for hybrid SLR-style 
cameras and does not see 
such interchangeable-lens 
compacts as a threat to its 
traditional compact sales, 


Different path 

Kodak's philosophy is at odds 
with camera firms such as 
Olympus, Panasonic and 
‘Samsung, which see smaller, 
detachable-lens compact 
cameras as potentially the 
next big thing 

‘We are going a little 
different,’ said Magee, adding 
that Kodak plans to focus 
on ‘smaller, higher-zoom or 
video-based cameras. 

He told AP: ‘Those 
companies that sit on both 
sides of the fence are 
spending money trying to be 
on both sides. We are saying 


that our space is consumer 
photography ~ trying to give 
them the best cameras for 
the value that they can have’ 

He continued: ‘Removable 
lenses are too complicated 
for what Kodak is falling into 
as a space for photographers. 
‘We make our bread and 
butter with easy-use, great 
image quality, feature-rich, 
value-added cameras. 

| feel there is a lot of risk 
for companies that introduce 
new lens formats’ 


Crisis planning 
Asked whether the global 
economic crisis will result in 
fewer Kodak cameras, Magee 
replied: ‘It would be foolish 
not to be observant and not 
changing to meet the times. 
But he feels the brand’s 
‘number one’ market share 
in the US is ‘indicative of the 
type of cameras that we 
make... sold in channels that 
are not consumer high-end. 
He admits observers 
may notice a fall-off in new 
announcements, Dut told us 
that Kodak will announce new 
products in the summer for 
market launch this autumn. 
‘We are stil marching ahead, 
says Magee 
And Magee 
suggested that 
Kodak will not 
Qive up the race 
for megapixels 
as long as 
consumers. 
demand it 
However, 
he admits 
there is a limit 
to the value of 
high-meaapixel 
cameras in 
technical terms. 
‘We are guilty as 
charged in playing 
the megapixel 
war and the only 
reason we are 
is that retailers 
want it and so do 
Consumers. 


‘We are more a victim of 
what the customer wants. 
megapixels are not a good 
thing to a technologist, but, to 
the lady next door who wants 
to buy a camera, and she 
sees one with TOMP and one 
with 14MP, you know what 
she is going to buy, 

Magee hinted that the 
resolution of Kodak's future 
cameras may exceed 
14-million-pixels with the 
firm switching from CCD to 
CMOS imaging sensors to 
record HD video, 


No DSLRs - any regrets? 
Kodak insists that it is not 
fazed by its lack of DSLRs 
even though global demand 
for interchangeable-lens 
cameras continues to grow 

in the current recession. 
Magee, who headed up the 
marketing machine for Kodak 
professional DSLR cameras 
in the 1990s, said the firm 
has no plans to re-enter this 
arena. And he has no regrets: 
‘We did not make any money 
in the SLR business. Making 
@ camera that you have to 
“click” on to a lens is not 


what we want to do any more.’ 
He added: ‘We innovated, we 
thought we could sell a lot and 
they were great times. But the 
challenge of making your own 
lenses... up against formidable 
competitors like Canon and 
Nikon ts maybe a fight we 
want to stay away from.. We 
bow to them but let them run 
along’ 

Magee said Kodak would 
rather invite DSLR users to 
try out a Kodak Z980 zoom 
compact (pictured below). 

He explained that the 
camera's built-in 26-624mm 
[35mm viewing-angle 
equivalent] lens makes it far 
lighter than a DSLR and 
more suitable for travelling, 
for example. 

‘The DSLR business is being 
served brilliantly by others. 
We would rather challenge 
DSLR customers with a 
7980... No way can we invest 
and beat Canon or Nikon.’

that lenses come in only four types: normal, wide, long and 
zoom. For everyday use, the most practical types are arguably 
the zoom lens and the prime, or fixed focal length, ‘normal’ lens. 
However, with the market emphasis on the ‘standard zoom’, 
what can be said in favour of the more traditional ‘normal’ lens? 
Allens is said to be ‘normal’ when, in terms of perspective and 
angle of view, it produces an image that is neither wide nor long 
and which appears ‘normal’.

macro lens. Normal lenses are still much faster than even the 
fastest standard zooms, often allowing in at least four to eight 
times as much light. Yet, in spite of this, they remain very 
compact and lightweight - and | have one with a fast f/1.8 
maximum aperture, which weighs only 155g. Conversely, many 
zooms are bulky and weigh between 500g and 1,000g, which is 
why they require vibration reduction or image stabilisation. 

That said, the zoom has now become the standard lens for 
many photographers, due to its versatility and convenience. But 
do remember that the sale of a zoom can generate up to ten 
times as much ‘cashola’ as the sale of a good SOmm optics. 
‘Kidology’ aside, good 50mm lenses are very cheap compared 
with zooms, and still outperform them in lens tests. 

Overall, taking into 
account its tried-and-tested 
angle of view, its greater 
speed, smaller size and 
weight, and its price 
and performance, the 
underrated SOmm lens still 
has alot going for it, and in 
many ways compared with 
the zoom, is actually in 
adifferent league.

CAPTURING SPRING 
COLOURS IN ALL 
THEIR SPLENDOUR 


HE bitter cold of winter has 

lost its grip and temperatures 

are beginning to rise. All it 
takes is a good clear day with warm 
sunshine to remind us that balmy 
summer days are just around the 
corner. Clocks spring forward to end 
the post-Christmas limbo, migration 
begins, rabbits emerge, farmers turn 
the soil, colour returns and our spirits 
are lifted. Rain now becomes ‘good 
for the garden’, and as April slides 
unseen into May the fields come 
alive with flowers. | am certain there 
is no better place in the world to be 
than in the English countryside at this 
time of the year. 

For the landscape and nature 
photographer, the turn of spring into 
summer is a very busy time. This small 
window of opportunity is there to be 
seized as higher temperatures and 
longer days will soon change it all, as 
leaves turn dark green after the initial 
burst, summer haze descends and 
rich colours seem to fade. Ever since |

Is it rape fields first and then bluebells, 
or is it both together? 

‘Spring's going to be a few weeks 
later this year’ | am often told. Is it? 
To me it's always been a game of 
keeping my eyes peeled, as it never 
makes sense. Verges and roadsides 
are a good clue. Celandines and 
stitchwort are the first to catch my 
eye, with blackthorn and blossom 
trees next. Then it’s the perfect start 
to inspire a leafless countryside: 
oilseed rape. Fields are filled with 2 
cadmium yellow so vibrant that surely 
the paint must still be wet. A boring 
motorway journey sees you recline 
into your seat as bright patchwork

turns the rolling hillside into a 
childhood bike ride once again. There 
is nothing quite like it ~ but you try 
to photograph it well! 

My first experiences of 
photographing oilseed rape 
were on film, Not only were they 
compositionally bad, but | also had 
simply no idea how to stop the 
scanner interpreting the colours 
incorrectly. Everything came out 
looking like old margarine. The move 
to digital imaging sorted this problem 
out, thankfully, but strong colours of 
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any kind are always difficult to handle 
both in-camera and on computer. 
The camera exposure meter 
doesn’t see in colour, only shades 
of grey, It cannot see the richness 
of colour in the same way that our 
eyes do, Yellow is just a light tone, 
but vibrant oilseed rape is so light 
itis very easy to overexpose. The 
histogram will naturally show these 
issues, but it is essential that it displays 
the information in separate colour 
channels (red, green and blue) rather 
than the single averaged graph. 
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Clipping can occur in the red channel 
in particular, which is something the 
averaged graph will not highlight. 

How do you get a competent 
shot of this agricultural splendour? 
Timing is crucial. Oilseed rape often 
flowers earlier than trees get their 
leaves, so including bare branches 
will do little to complement the 
feeling of new growth. If this is the 
case, then it's best to omit trees 
completely. If the rape was planted 
later, it should coincide beautifully. 
In South Devon, where | live, this 


type of shot is quite difficult. Not 
only are the trees particularly 
‘awkward shapes, but the fields 
themselves are often far too short 
and steep. Wiltshire and the Salisbury 
Plains are a personal favourite and 
this is where | found a great 
opportunity at the end of last April 
With a windy yet warm end to the 
afternoon blowing the flowers in swirls, 
| set the tripod up as high as possible 
by the edge of a farm gateway. | 
attached a polariser to make the most 
of the sky. Although this wonderful

PAUL FELIX EXPLORES HOLY ISLAND OFF THE COAST OF 
NORTHUMBERLAND IN SEARCH OF PICTURE-PERFECT VIEWS 


JUCKED away just off north-east England’s 

Northumberland coast is Holy Island. 

Home to approximately 160 people, the 
island's diverse natural habitat makes it a popular 
destination for walkers, wildlife enthusiasts and, 
of course, photographers. A tidal causeway links 
the island, also known by its Anglo-Saxon name of 
Lindisfarne, to the mainland. The causeway 
is submerged under water twice a day, so it is 
advisable to check tidal times before you travel 
(visit www lindisfame.org.uk/general/travel htm). 

‘As you drive along the causeway, you'll see 
Lindisfarne Castle in the distance. Built in the 16th 
century, it casts a dramatic outline on the horizon 
The island was a prolific religious heritage site in the 
Middle Ages and there is a ruined priory that offers 
some fantastic photo opportunities. 

Sand dunes and grasslands cover the northern 
part of the island, and these are home to many 
species of flowers, insects and wildlife. The island 
is a recognised nature reserve and wetland centre, 
with its expansive coastline drawing migratory birds 
such as geese and waders. North Atlantic grey seals 
can be found just off the shore, and in summer rare 
orchids adorn the landscape. Visitors are asked to 
explore the island on foot, and there are several 
signposted footpaths across the island. 

Holy Island's remote coastal location means the 
weather can change suddenly. Be prepared for 
strong winds and rain, so wear appropriate clothing 
and footwear, and make sure your camera gear is 
Safely packed away in a durable rucksack. You might 
like to take 2 flask and packed lunch, although there 
are plenty of places to eat in the village 


Navigation point at Emmanuel Head 

If you walk north away from the village to the top 
right-hand corner of the island, you will see this dramatic- 
looking navigation point to warn fishermen of the coastal 
edge. | took this image late afternoon on a breezy, bright 
day. My aim was to capture the openness of the coastal 
landscape. | wanted to create an unusual, abstract-looking 
picture rather than a record shot, so | kept my composition 
simple to emphasise the structure's graphic shape. 

| was standing on the edge of the island’s nature 
reserve, quite far back from the marker, and set up 
my Canon E0S-1Ds Mark III with a 24-75mm zoom lens. 
Working at ISO 200, and using an aperture of f/14, 
| zoomed in and out until | had a balanced composition 
with just enough space around my subject. If you look 
Closely you can see a bench at the foot of the pyramid 
structure. | included this to provide a sense of scale. 

Lused a polarising filter to bring out detail in the sky, 
which complements the texture of the grasses. On asunny 
day, there is a danger of overexposing the white marker; 
to avoid losing detail in the pyramid, you may need to take 
‘a spot meter reading.

Boats are great to photograph because of their strong 
forms and bright colours, but it is a case of finding a good 
angle. | set up my tripod quite close to my subject and 
angled my Canon E0S-1Ds Mark Ill with a 28mm lens in 
a diagonal direction so | was looking slightly up and 
across one side of the boat. | used a spirit level to make 
sure my horizon was level.

“Film emulsions are colour 
balanced for certain lighting 
conditions — tungsten or daylight, 
for example — but with digital 
imaging it is possible to adjust the 
white balance afterwards’, says 
Troy.

David Erdman, managing editor of 
The Morning Call, has said he never 
questioned whether to print ‘The 
Falling Man’, despite how hard it was to 
look at. In making the decision to run 
the picture, the newspaper's editors 
said they knew they were inviting a 
heavy reader response. Yet as Erdman 
explained, ‘I really think it did cause 
anybody who looked at that photo to 
think what would | do, what choice 
would | make, and the absolute horror 
of making that choice’ 

‘This was a very important part of 
the story, Drew has said. ‘It wasn’t 
just a building falling down; there were 
people involved in this. This is haw it 
affected people's lives at that time, 
and | think that is why it’s an important 
picture. | didn't capture this person’s 
death, | captured part of his life 

(Over seven years since Drew's 
photograph was taken, the identity of 
person in ‘The Falling Man’ remains 
uncertain. From what he’s wearing 
it's likely that he was employed at 
Window on the World, the restaurant 
at the top of the North Tower, but he 
has never been definitively named. 
With the passage of time, Richard 
Drew's photograph is gradually 
becoming accepted as a symbol of 
the thousands who died, and one of 
the most significant images to emerge 
from the tragedy of 9/11. AP

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Photo Art Collecting Classic Images 


The collected works 


Collecting classic images not only promises an excellent return on your investment, but 
a great piece of art, as well. Collector Eric Howard tells Jeff Meyer how to get started 


ITH headlines of Kate Moss portraits nabbing 

£30,000 at auction, you wouldn't be wrong 

for feeling that owning an image like those 
from our icons of Photography series is an impossibility for 
those of more meagre means. Except, it's not 

Eric Howard, a photographer (see Review, AP 7 
February) and long-time collector of photography, insists 
that anyone who is willing to putin the time and a modest 
amount of money can own a piece of photographic 
history that will only increase in value. Even at an 
esteerned auction house such as Christie's, he says, there 
are plenty of bargains out there to be had. 

We followed Eric to last auturnn’s photographic auction 
at Christie's South Kensington site in London, where he 
revealed the secrets for finding an image that appeals to 
your artistic tastes, as well as your wallet. 

Eric’s routine is rigid. Before an auction he purchases 
a catalogue, which contains a thumbnail of each print in 
the lot, along with a short biography of the photographer. 
These are quality keepsakes in their own right, he says, 
but they are especially invaluable when attending a private 
‘viewing of images in the days before the sale. Having this 
background information makes it less overwhelming, he 
says, but a good way to start is to go for the big names. 

‘If you're just starting Out, go for a safe, known quantity, 
someone like Robert Doisneau,’ Eric says, In addition to 
being a luminary, Doisneau's pictures aren't reproducible 
because he has died. ‘Demand is always going to outstrip 
supply for his prints, so the only way to go is up,’ Eric adds. 
‘Ten years ago a Doisneau print would sell for around 
£300-£400. Today, they fetch up to £3,000’ 

It may sound a little morbid, but to get a real bargain 
Eric suggests studying the ages of the photographers in 
the catalogue. If they're nearing the end of their life, the 
value of that photographer's images is likely to skyrocket 
in coming years. Eric experienced this when several Bob 
Carlos Clarke prints in his collection took on much greater 
value following the photographer's untimely death, 

‘As a photographer you have a real advantage at these 
auctions because a lot of collectors have no photographic 
background,’ Eric says. ‘They can't spot the gems in the 
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fot Pictures of Kate Moss or Marilyn Monroe aren't often 
the greatest pictures in the room, but they fetch a high 
sale figure because they're associated with fame. | bid on 
what attracts me. You'll find that many of the images you 
want to bid on are period pieces by photographers with a 
good eye. Not everyone wants these. True art touches the 
brain, and | think photographers pick up on this.” 

While the Doisneaus and O Winston Links of the world 
are safe bets because so few of their prints exist, there 
are a number of things to look for that can help increase 
a picture's value. First to look for is the type of print. The 
pecking order goes platinum, silver gelatine and then 
giclee, Eric says, and all of those are better than inkjet. 

Next, does the print have a signature? If so, this can 
add a third to its value. Numbered prints, certificates of 
provenance, titles, dates, studio or agency stamps on the 
back, or the photographer's or collection’s stamp can also 
add to the uniqueness and worth of an image. 

‘In essence, you are looking for sians of direct contact 
between the artist and the print you wish to acquire, 
and the more of these it has, the better’ he says. ‘This 
line of contact is very important, and it's why an image 
from a camera negative rather than a digital file is always 
better. Digital isn’t yet fully accepted because it’s not like 
‘a negative that was in the photographer's camera at the 
time. With film you get that direct link between the print 
and the moment an image was taken’ 

Once you've settled on an image, Eric suggests starting 
your bidding at about 25% below what you're prepared 
to pay. Let two or three enthusiastic collectors battle it out 
for your image, and when one drops out that's when you 
should step in. With luck, the lone bidder will think you are 
just getting started and hopefully will drop out 

“As most buyers are professionals who intend to resell 
their purchases, adding commission, most private buyers 
will be getting a good deal, Eric says. If you went to an art 
college you could spend £1,000 buying from someone 
unknown, but you can come here and get on the ladder 
with a Doisneau for that cost. Investing in photographic art 
iS fun to do, and you can make 2 lot of money doing it. Best 
of all, you get a lovely piece of art to hang on your wall’ AP

Tom has sent in two completely 
different pictures: one of a flower and 
‘one of a music bar. In the music bar 
image | am told the subject is Olivier, 
who sits outside the bar mast mornings, 
but if you showed that picture to 
anyone and asked them what the 
subject was, they might not be able to 
tell you. It’s difficult to understand what 
itis I'm supposed to be looking at, and 
Olivier looks more part of the scenery 
than the subject of the image. 

The other image, however, is 
an anemone, and in this case it is 
absolutely clear what the subject is 
and where we're supposed to look. 
Tom says he shot this picture with a 
macro lens on his Canon EOS 40D, 
and he's cleverly put the centre of 
focus slightly to one side. He's set 
an aperture of f/22 for good depth 
of field, and put the ring of anthers 
on the ‘third’, so he’s made an 
interesting composition. The colours 
are very saturated, but crucially not

John says he has been playing guitar 
for 50 years, and that he can't live 
without it. What he's tried to get 
across in this shot is the movernent of 
his hand as he's strumming the guitar 
strings. John's obviously playing a bit 
of Iron Maiden or something similar 
because he's strumming pretty quickly 
= the guitar is sharp and still while he’s 
got lots of movement in his hand. It’s: 
great, because you can see that it’s 
not just a picture of a blurry hand near 
@ guitar; it's actually someone clearly 
strumming the strings, and you can 
see the strings vibrating. 

The problem is that it appears 
John has rested the guitar flat on the 
carpet, so it doesn’t look as though 
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he’s holding it at all. There's a bit of 
sleeve in the top left-hand corner, 
which is great, but on the other side 
there's just green carpet. I'm guessing 
John shot it in this way because he 
was taking a picture of himself playing 
the guitar and he couldn't guarantee 
holding it steady while he took the 
shot at 1/3sec. He has achieved what 
he wanted, which was a nice sharp 
guitar, but unfortunately it doesn’t 
look like someone is playing it in 2 
natural way. To avoid this look he 
could have put 2 coat, or some jeans, 
on the ground so at least the guitar 
was resting against the right sort of 
material, What it really needs, though, 
is someone holding it, and holding 

it very still. If you're trying to shoot a 
picture of yourself like this, the only 
thing to do is put the self-timer on, 

or you can buy a remote release: one 
for the D80 will be about £30. This 
will allow you to strum your guitar

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Sony Cyber-shot HX1 


Sony’s Cyber-shot HX1 boasts a 20x optical zoom lens and a unique ‘quick 
panorama’ mode. |s this the ultimate bridge camera? We put it to the test

HE Cyber-shot HX1 is the 
latest in Sony's advanced 'H 
range and promises the sort 


of functionality we associate with a 
DSLR, along with a versatility found 
only in compact models — specifically, 
an enormous 20x zoom. This 
formidable optic spans an equivalent 
focal range of 28-560mm, which is 
an impossible feat for a camera with 
a larger sensor. The HX1 has a couple 
more tricks up its sleeve, too, including 
an HD movie mode that can capture 
video files at an impressively high 
resolution of 1080x1440 pixels at 30 


frames per second. The HX1 doesn't 
skimp on ‘traditional’ stil-imaging 
technology, though, introducing a new 
Handheld Twilight mode and 
frames-per-second burst feature. 
One of the most interesting 
of the features that pepper the 
HX1's specification sheet is Sweep 
Panorama. When set to this mode 
(which is accessed via the main 
exposure mode dial), the HX1 can 
create a continuous panoramic image 
Covering up to 224" Unlike some 
other systems that generally just 
stitch together a series of individually 
captured exposures into one, the HX1 
actually creates the panorama ‘live’ in- 
camera. To create a panoramic image, 
all the photographer needs to do is 
press the shutter button and pan (or 


‘sweep’) the camera, and processing 
does the rest. Resolution is limited to 
1080 pixels in height, but cleverly, 

the HX1 assembles the images from 
the centre of the frame on ich 
minimises distortion and decreases the 
chance of catching a moving subject 
on the many ‘joins’. As well as the usual 
automatic scene modes, the HX1 also 
offers aperture priority, shutter priority, 
program and fully manual exposure. 
Control is in thirds of a stop, although 
the maximum aperture is a modest

Build and handling 


The exterior of the HX1 is almost 
entirely plastic. Despite this, the

White balance and colour 

The automatic white balance system 
of the Sony Cyber-shot HX1 has 
Proved itself to be very capable in 

a range of different environments, 
including mixed artificial lighting. 

Skin tones can look a little pink, and 
images have an unmistakably ‘digital’ 
appearance under natural light, but 
the HX1 does feature a wide range 
of white balance presets and colour 
effects to fine-tune the colour 
response. Speaking of which, about 
halfway through shooting for this test 
| found myself wondering why all my 
pictures were coming out looking very 
orange. It took me a while to discover 
that I'd accidentally turned on the 
warm filter effect in the menu. 

The HX1's 20x zoom lens turns in 
avery good performance bearing in 
mind its enormous span, and there 
ts almost no fringing to be seen in 
images taken at any focal length, 
Close examination suggests that this 
is probably the result of efficient in- 
camera processing, but however Sony 
has achieved it, | am impressed at how 
few aberrations can be seen in images 
from such a complex optic 


Viewfinder, LCD, 
Live View and video 

Due to the flexibility that the variable- 
angle screen provides, it makes sense 
to use it as the main interface via 
which images are taken and reviewed 
However, although the camera is 
Pleasant to hold and use with the 
main LCD screen activated, the 
electronic viewfinder (EVF) is pretty 
Door. It is very small, and suffers from 
the odd RGB ‘tearing’ that we've 
seen on some other cameras. This 


strange effect is when RGB shadows 
momentarily appear around scene 
elements when the camera is panned 
or the photographer's eye moves 
around the scene. The HX1's EVF 
is also disappointingly susceptible to 
flare, partly due to the rigid plastic 
eyepiece, which is ineffective as a 
baffle. The LCD screen, on the other 
hand, is bright and clear. 

Video footage is excellent and 
sound quality is good, too, thanks 
to the large stereo microphone on 
the top of the camera, Unlike some 
cameras, lens zooming and focusing 
are barely audible on the audio track. 


Metering 

The metering system of the 
Cyber-shot HX1 is very good, and 
more than capable for everyday 
use. | am very impressed to see 
that even small subjects that occupy 
a tiny area of the frame, against a 
bright background, are correctly 
exposed. For general use in most 
situations, the HX1's metering is 
hard to fool, but centreweighted 
and spot metering patterns are 
‘on hand if necessary. 


Autofocus 


The AF system of the HX1 is very 
good, in both single-shot (default) 
mode and when AF tracking is 
activated via the Sport scene preset. 
The AF system is very quick to acquire 
the desired subject in centre AF mode, 
and even when set to Multi-AF mode 
the HX1 isn't slow. 

Face detection is rapidly becoming 
a standard feature on all high-end 
bridge and compact digital cameras, 
but I'm not as impressed by this mode 
on the HX1 as | have been with some 
of its competitors. Face acquisition is 
rather slow, and it doesn't take much 
subject (or camera) movement for the 
HX to lose its target, When it can find 
a face, however, AF acquisition is fast 
and accurate.

At its lowest ISO sensitivity setting of ISO 
125, the Sony Cyber-shot HX1 offers very 
good resolution for a camera of its type, 
although as the ISO sensitivity is pushed 
up, resolution decreases proportional 

to the amount of noise (and the effects, 


of noise reduction) in the images. It is 
Noticeable that from ISO 800 to 1600 
there is a sudden drop in quality, which 
makes 10 800 the maximum ISO setting 
that | would recommend when shooting 
with the HXI. Fortunately, its image 


stabilisation system is efficient enough 
that ISO 1600 and 3200 are less necessary 
in poor light than they might be with 
other cameras. For optimal resolution, 
the HX1’s noise reduction should be 
switched to its lowest setting, and | have 


noticed that set to ‘high’ the effects of 
noise reduction are destructive to detail 
in images taken at 1S0 800 and above. 
Itis clear from the enlargements shown 
above that there is very little detail 
captured at these higher settings. 


The competition

ANY people believed that once low-end DSLRs fell below £300, 

the bridge camera would be redundant, However, with new models 

still appearing regularly on the market, it appears that reports of the 
death of the bridge camera were exaggerated, The Sony Cyber-shot HX1 is 
a good example of exactly why such cameras retain their appeal, but at the 
same time it is also a convenient example of why we don't tend to rate them as 
highly as DSLRs. Its zoom lens is excellent and offers impressively high optical 
quality given the 20x zoom range, the autofocus system is very capable, and 
high-technology features like HD video and Sweep Panorama are great fun, at 
least, and potentially very useful. However, its tiny sensor is very noisy at medium 
to high ISO sensitivity settings, which limits its effective resolution, and a fussy 
menu system can be very frustrating, as can the sub-par EV For all 
that, | have enjoyed shooting with it, and while | wouldn’t consider the 
Cyber-shot HX1 as a backup for my DSLR, I'm sure that it will form mt QoraDher | 
xcellent ‘bridge’ for many photographers making the move 
fay from compact models. 
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Technique Painting With Colours 


Painting

By adding a touch of colour to your flash, 
you can create striking night-time images.

JARLIER this year we showed 
you how to paint with light 
lusing long exposures,

January). Now we will take it a stage

Subject matter 
Like Troy's work, you first need to 
consider the subject of your images. 
Troy took his pictures in the US, but in 
the UK we have far fewer abandoned 
buildings and derelict landmarks that 
are accessible to the public. With this 
in mind, make sure you are on public 
property or that you have permission 
to be on private property when taking 
your photos. The shipwreck | used as 
the subject for my image is on the 
Thames Estuary, near Higham in 
Kent. [tis visible if you take the Saxon 
Shore Walk path along the estuary 
from Gravesend. 

Try to find suitable locations in 
your area that will look great when 
illuminated at night.

Before you set out 

Make a list of all the equipment you 
will need to take before you leave 
home, Split the list into two groups:

Any 
flashqun that allows you to manually 
test fire will work, but one that allows 
you have control over the power of 
the flash output is best.

One major consideration 

when deciding the colours to 
use in your scene is the colour of the 
ambient sky. If you live near a built-up 
area, you will struggle to make the

Shooting in the countryside 
gives you a better chance of shooting 
with the moon providing the ambient 
light. For this reason, it is best to 
shoot when there is a full moon in 
the sky. Under moonlight you will find 
that the colour temperature of the 
light is far cooler.

Unidentifiable 
fuzzy object 


Sailesh Patel asks Can you tell me what the object is in 
these images | recently took of the moon? I took these 
photos on 29 March with my Canon EOS 30D, 
100-400mm lens and 2x extender. The camera was 
mounted on a sturdy tripod. 
If you look closely at the image (above right), at about 
the seven o'clock position there is a small mark under the moon. I first 


thought it might be dust or a thread on the sensor, and it only appeared 


on a few frames. | decided to enlarge it using Genuine Fractals 
software, and now this UFO looks like some sort of metallic object. In 
the image below this object looks a little longer. Considering its size, | 
don't think it’s a satellite and it doesn’t look like a space station, either. 

I know that the Canon EOS 30D requires regular sensor cleaning, 
and there is a black spot under the moon that is the result of an 
unclean sensor. However, | believe the problem I have mentioned 
here is definitely not to do with the sensor.

ne of the benefits of using a 
high-pixel-count camera is 
that it’s possible to produce 


larger prints. Even if you only have an 
A3+ inkjet printer, there are many labs 
such as Photobox that can produce 
much larger prints for a reasonable 
fee. A110cm wide panoramic canvas 
print, for instance, looks great on any 
living room wall. However, getting the 
best quality result demands a file with 
around 13,000 pixels along is longest 
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length. Ifit’s taken with a 3:2 format 
camera, this means the image must 
have around 112 million pixels. 

Also, if you want to submit your 
shots to an image library such as 
Alamy, you need large images, often 
with file sizes in excess of 48MB. 

High-quality, high-pixel-count 
cameras aren't cheap, so in this article 
I'linvestigate whether it is possible to 
achieve similar results by interpolating 
the images from smaller files. | will 
compare the results from images 
taken with a six-million-pixel camera 
(the Nikon D40) with those from two 
12-million-pixel models (the Nikon 
D300 and D3) and a 24-million- 
pixel camera (the Sony Alpha 900). 
Conveniently, the Nikon D40 and 
D300 have an APS-C-sized sensor, 
while the Nikon D3 and Sony Alpha 
900 both have a me device. 

Although it is interesting to look 
at the images at a pixel level, the 
Drint-sized results are much more 
important to this investigation as it is 
the purpose of the interpolation. 


Investigation conditions 

In order to standardise conditions 
as much as possible, all the images 
were shot using the Sigma 105mm 


{2.8 EX DG lens with an appropriate 
mount on each camera, either 

Nikon F or Sony Alpha, As the Nikon 
D300 and D40 have a 1.5x focal 
length magnification factor, to get 
image elements the same size these 
‘two cameras must be positioned 
further away from the target than 

the Nikon D3 and Sony Alpha 900, 
which both have a 1x magnification 
factor. Although the tripod wasn’t 
moved when switching between the 
two APS-C-format cameras, or the 
full-frame models, there may be slight 
differences in the image composition 
because of the variation in the position 
of each camera's tripod bush relative 
to the sensor. 

To ensure the highest possible 
image quality, each camera was set 
to record raw files with the lowest 
possible noise-reduction setting, | 
took a variety of images, and always 
shot with the cameras on a tripod. 
OnOne Software's Genuine Fractals 
6 was used to interpolate the images, 
and the largest images | created 
were suitable for printing at AO 
(118.9x84.1cm) at 300ppi. Naturally, 
this required interpolation of all of 
the images, including those from the 
Alpha 900. This size ts also ideal for 
creating the 110cm panoramic print 
mentioned earlier. In addition, | made 
24-million-pixel images from the 
lower resolution cameras — as well 
as 12-million-pixel images from the 
six-million-pixel D40. Images were 
sharpened using Unsharp Mask (USM) 
after any interpolation to achieve the 
best possible results. 


Findings 
When the images are 
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Resolution vs Interpolation Image Quality 


Resolution chart 


As | explained on page 58, our resolution 
chart was photographed using each camera 
with a Sigma 105mm f/2.8 EX DG lens 
attached via the appropriate mount. The 
chart is illuminated with constant lighting that 
is daylight balanced, but to ensure the colours 
are accurate I set the custom white balance 
of each camera manually. The images were 
then interpolated using Genuine Fractals 6. 


The results 
As we have seen before, a high-quality 
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camera with a high pixel count can record 
more detail than another high-quality model 
with a lower count. Consequently, the full- 
frame, 24-million-pixel camera is able to 
resolve more detail than the other three in 
this investigation. Not surprisingly, the APS- 
C-format, six-million-pixel camera has the 
lowest resolving power. 

Naturally, even a powerful interpolation 
package like Genuine Fractals 6 cannot 
make up detail that hasn’t been captured, 
but importantly in most cases it doesn’t 


lower the camera's resolution score greatly 
either. However, the cleaner signal from the 
full-frame D3 produces a better interpolated 
image. Although the interpolated images 
are softer, in most cases the resolution lines 
merge or break up at a similar point in the 
larger files as they do in the originals. 
Unsharp Mask needs to be applied with 
particular care to the interpolated resolution 
chart images, as although they are soft and 
benefit from quite a strong treatment, it is 
easy to introduce halos along the edges.

examined at pixel level it is 

‘obvious which ones have 

been interpolated the most, 
and which have come from the 
24-million-pixel camera and required 
the lowest level of interpolation. As 
‘we might expect, the differences 
become clearer as more interpolation 
is applied. The images that required 
less interpolation are much sharper 
and even very fine details are 
discernable. Images from the lower 
resolution originals are softer in 
comparison, and although a USM 
treatment improves them, they can't 
quite match the results from the 
24 million-pixel Sony Alpha 900 
The results from the ASP-C-format 
D300 are remarkably close to those 
of the full-frame D3, while those from 
the lowest resolution APS-C-format 
D40 lag a little way behind 

Switching to look at the images at 

their printing size and at a sensible 
viewing distance changes things 
considerably. The six-million-pixel 
images that have been interpolated 
to 12 million pixels are a very good 
match for the shots with this native 
resolution, It is also very difficult 
to distinguish between the 24- 
million-pixel files from each of the 
cameras. It appears you can make 
large, high-quality prints from 
images captured using good six and 


The cropped sections are shown at print 
size at 300ppi. There isn’t a great deal 
between the interpolated 24-million-pixel 
images and the shot from the Sony Alpha 
900 when they are viewed from a sensible 
distance. However, even at 2m, the AO- 
sized image from the D40 looks soft

six-million-pixel images from the 
APS-C-format camera look similar 
to the shots taken on the full~ 
cameras, which naturally have a more 
restricted depth of field. The images 
from the 12-million-pixel D300, 
which require less interpolation, but 
are also captured on an APS-C-sized 
sensor, appear to have a wider zone 
of sharpness. 

Creating AO-sized images 
requires a considerable amount of 
interpolation of all of the files, but 
when they are examined at 100% 
on the computer screen itis very 
clear which have come from the 
highest resolution camera. However, 
a more usual viewing distance for an 
AO print is likely to be around two 
metres, and at this point it s much 
more difficult to distinguish betv 
the images. Nevertheless, even at a 
sensible viewing distance it seems 
that making an AO-sized image from 
a six-million-pixel file is a step too far 
and details are soft. While it suffers 
from comparison with the sharper 
results from the higher-resolution 
cameras, the discerning eye will find 
the softness unsatisfactory.

Roger Hicks 


... CONSIDERS THE HOWS AND WHYS 
OF FRITTERING YOUR MONEY AWAY 


RITTERING away your money is a well-known phenomenon. You buy 
this and that, none of it costing very much, and then suddenly, one 
day, you've no money left. This is, of course, the root of the old saying, 
‘Look after the pennies, and the pounds will look after themselves’ 

In photography, frittering is often the reason why we can't afford 
the equipment we really want: we've spent all our money on ‘bargains’ 
and things we ‘can afford’, whereas if we'd saved it, we could have 
bought what we really wanted. 

Just recently, though, I've been seeing some of the advantages of 
frittering, albeit on a somewhat grand scale. Two examples have struck 

me particularly. One comes from an old friend, while the second is personal. 

In the 1990s, following a very substantial windfall, the old friend bought truly 
spectacular amounts of new and used Leica gear, all across the space of a year or 
two. One order for new gear alone included 35mm f/1.4, 50mm f/1 and 75mm 
111.4 lenses. Overall, he spent well over £10,000. 

‘And most of the equipment he has hardly ever used. He just didn’t need half the 
focal lengths he bought. At most, he has used perhaps three of them intensively, Of 
course, he'll see his money back (with more to spare) if he sells the others, but that's 
not the point. He bought what he thought he wanted, spending money like it was 
going out of fashion — as indeed the pound appears to have done of late. But he'd 
have done far better spending a few hundred (or even a thousand or two) here and 
there, without making such a grand gesture. 

Admittedly, ‘frittering’ is not normally considered in terms of hundreds of pounds, 
let alone thousands, but if you have enough money, your sense of scale changes. 
There is, however, an enormous difference between having enough money that 
you don't even need to think about it, and having enough money to live quite nicely, 
‘thank you, and buy nice things, as long as you are reasonably careful. Unfortunately, 
my chum fell into the latter category but didn’t recognise it, with the result that he 
isnow watching his expenditure quite carefully. If he'd frittered more carefully, he'd 
have spent less and got better value for money, and have more money left now. 

This is where the personal example comes in. Last year, my wife received a 
modest inheritance: nothing like my chums windfall, but enough (for example) that 
‘when our Zanussi dishwasher died after more than 15 years of faithful service, we 
didn’t have to think twice about replacing it with a Miele They're one of the best you 
can get, but also cost two or three times more than the cheapest models. 

For the first time in our lives, we were (and are) able to afford a number of things 
we could never have contemplated before, provided we don't look too closely at the 
word ‘afford’ As itis, we 
thought it better to live 
much as we lived before, 
buying only those things 
that we really, really 
wanted and could afford 
reasonably easily, without dipping too much into the inheritance. Every now and 
then we'll fritter, but although it may be quite a big fritter (hundreds, or a thousand 
‘of two) the fritters are well spaced, and well considered. Most of them are designed 
with the long term in view: the Miele, or @ gearbox rebuild for the Land Rover. 

‘Something we also do is discuss ways in which we could spend more money. It's 
almost a hobby. We'll look at something we could reasonably easily afford, such 
as an Italian Job commemorative Mini Cooper (£2,800) or a course in teaching 
English as a foreign language (£2,500), and we'll discuss it quite carefully, for 
anything from a few hours to a couple of days or more. Admittedly, we apply 
the classical Macedonian test, well known to Alexander the Great, that an idea is 
Not good unless it looks good both drunk and sober; but often, in the long run, it 
turns ut not to look too good either way. It is surprising how you can yeam after 
something you can't afford, only to discover that actually, when you can afford it, 
you don't want it badly enough to pay the price. 

Of course, you can say that we aren't frittering, and in a sense we're not. 

In another sense, we could buy something a lot more impressive than a new 
dishwasher and a rebuilt gearbox. But we haven't We've been frittering, and we 
reckon we're getting better value for money that way.. AP

Optically 

This lens has been designed as 

an inexpensive ‘get-you-started’ 
standard optic for an APS-C-format 
digital SLR. Apart from the low cost, 
this kit lens has the advantage of 
being compact and light. The design 
uses 11 elements in nine groups, 
with one element being a moulded 
aspheric, sited in the rear doublet 
group. It is a traditional retrofocus 
Zoom design with no unusual 
features, or special optical glass types. 
The mount is in engineering-grade 
plastic throughout. This includes the 
bayonet-fitting flange. The mount 
quality is low with some movement 
‘on the front focusing section. This is 
sufficient to cause the image to shift 
around slightly in the viewfinder 
when it is manipulated

Comparisons between the raw and

Many photographers aspire to owning high- 
end lenses, but are they really necessary? 

Geoffrey Crawley investigates the differences 
between a kit optic for an APS-Cformat DSLR 
and a state-of-the-art professional zoom lens 


Kit lens vs pro lens 


chances are that it was offered with an inexpensive ‘kit’ zoom lens, 

spanning the most commonly used focal lengths. Kit lenses are 
cheap and cheerful, and have provided a starting point to countless 
photographers, but they are generally considered a poor alternative to 
more expensive optics. In fact, the humble kit lens is often the first thing 
aspiring photographers replace as they start to get more experienced. 

Here, we took two lenses: one a representative example of the 

inexpensive ‘kit’ type, spanning 18-55mm (equivalent to roughly 28- 
80mm on an APS-C-format DSLR); and the other, a state-of-the-art 
24-70mm f/2.8 lens, designed for full-frame and APS-C digital imaging. 
Our aim is to find out just how much better a lens that costs £1,000 is 
compared with one that costs less than £100. 


I: you've bought a mid-range DSLR in the past couple of years, the 


enhancements on the JPEG output, 
from which the data shown in the 
accompanying graphs was collated 
(see right). It would need some 
Careful work and time on the raw 
files to achieve a similar result. 

Contrast is medium to high with 
good resolution of fine detail, though 
colour fringings evident around 
edges of high-contrast. Lateral colour 
aberration is well corrected centrally 
‘across the Zoom span, with dispersion 
occurring towards the frame edges 
As might be expected, this is greatest 
atthe wideangle setting of 8mm 
(28mm equivalent). 

Curvilinear distortion is low and 
Not really a matter for any concern, 
except perhaps for clase-in subjects 
for the very critical user. Vignetting, 
again as expected, is most evident 
at full aperture at the wideangle 
18mm setting, Otherwise itis, 
well controlled. Considering its 
modest cost, this standard zoom 
gave a better-than-expected 
performance, especially when 
assisted by in-camera processing. 
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Pro zoom 
Optically 


This zoom is designed as a high- 
quality standard lens for full-frame 
digital and 135-format film cameras. 
An aperture of f/2.8 is maintained 
across the focal-length span, which 
accounts for its broad front elements 
and, consequently, wide diameter 
barrel and weight of around 800g. 
In cheaper lenses, with variable 
apertures, the advantage of allowing 
the maximum aperture to fall back as 
a lens zooms towards the long focus 
end of its range is the reduction in 
front group size allowed and, with it, 
barrel diameter and overall weight. 
Optically, the lens is made up of 
14 elements in 12 groups. Two of 
these elements are asphenic, one 
is in Extra Low dispersion glass and 
two are of Super Low dispersion 
glass. The difference between ‘Extra’ 
and ‘Super’ here is that the latter 
has anomalous colour dispersion. 
‘Extra’ has a high refractive index 
(RI) - light-bending power - with less 
colour aberration spread than normal 
optical glass. The ‘Super’ type has 
high RI and a variation in dispersion 
according to colour wavelength. Itis 
therefore able to remove remaining 
chromatic aberration, Lateral 
chromatic aberration is a main 
cause of colour fringing in digital 
cameras, where any residual light 
coming from the lens is worsened by 
the aberrations in the microlenses 
that are fitted over the photodiodes 
‘on the camera's sensor. Optically, 
then, this high-end zoom lens 
isa state-of-the-art design 


Performance 

This state-of-the-art design gives 
excellent performance without the 
aid of any in-camera processing. Its 
not inconsiderable bulk is the result 
of maintaining the f/2.8 aperture 
across the zoom range. It makes 
the camera plus lens combination 
heavy, but not difficult to handle. 
Contrast is high, with good definition 
of the finest detail, There has to 

be some compromise towards the 
edges and corners, especially in the 
wideanale focal length zone at f/2.8 
That aperture continues to be the 
maximum available in Zoom lenses 
for still cameras, The next step, to f/2 
presumably, would be one too far in 
terms of bulk — and probably in 
terms of cost. Colour saturation is 
excellent, but the lens hood should 
always be used to prevent stray light 
entering the system and weakening 
the colour depth. 

Lateral colour aberration is very 
well corrected, The dispersion at the 
edges of the frame is minimal and, 
naturally, more evident at the short end 
of the focal length range. Curvilnear 
distortion goes from barrel to cushion 
at the longer end. The degree of 
bowing is minimal, and negligible 
when used on the APS-C format. 
The position of the iris diaphragm 
has a major effect on curvilinear 
distortion. In a monofocal lens it is 
not a great problem. In azoom, the 
wider the focal length range, the 
greater the shift of the diaphragm’s 
optimum position. This is why distortion 
increases notably with ‘super’ zooms 
that stretch from very wideangle to 
long telephoto settings.

Chromatic aberration 


Both lenses show chromatic aberrations at the edge of the frame, although the 
professional zoom is a much better performer in this respect, especially in the centre. 
The kit lens is worse in terms of chromatic aberration at its telephoto setting of 55mm 


Sharpness/definition 


The kit lens gives good sharpness and definition figures, and central definition is very

We've seen how our kit lens compares to 
our pro lens on the test bench, but what 
does this mean to you as a photographer? 
Barney Britton takes a look at both lenses 
and investigates the difference optical 
corrections in software can make 


lens is either a fantastic 
way to kickstart your photography 
for very little cost, or a flimsy, low- 
quality optic that any self-respecting 
photographer should replace as soon 
as possible. The kit lens we're using 
is a representative sample, in that it 
isn't the worst we've ever seen but 
neither is it the best. 

When AP tests a DSLR that comes 
tous with a kit lens, we generally 
perform some of the shooting with 
that optic, supplementing these 
images with others taken on higher- 
quality lenses, like the pro zoom that 


we're examining here. This allows us 
to establish what the camera can do 
given the best possible glass, but - 
equally importantly — how itis likely to 
perform in the hands of the average 
enthusiast photographer still using 

his or her original lens. One factor 
that plays an increasingly important 
part in optical quality these days is 
software, both in-camera and post- 
capture. It has become clear that 
Clever processing can reduce or even 
eliminate certain optical aberrations, 
and | want to see just how much 
difference software can make. Is 
professional quality from a kit lens 

just a few clicks away? 


Sharpness 


Typically, whatever the lens, sharpness is lowest 
when the lens is used at its maximum aperture, 
and it gets worse towards the corners of 
the frame. Wideangle lenses are more likely 
to show corner softness than telephotos, 
although even the best optics struggle to 
maintain even sharpness across the frame. 
From the graphs on page 5, we can see 
that neither the kit nor the professional 
lens is at its best at maximum aperture, at 
either the wide or tele settings. However, 
when both are closed down by two stops the 
difference between them is clear. By f/5.6 the 
professional zoom is vastly improved, whereas 
by f/11 the kit lens is barely any better than 
at its maximum aperture of f/5.6. Central 
sharpness can be increased by a simple 
application of Unsharp Mask, but the edges 
are a lot trickier to correct.

Corner softness is extremely 
difficult to correct using

Fringing 
Fringing is typically most visible 
around high-contrast edges, and 
towards the extremes of the frame. 
Looking at the graphs on page 5, 
we can see that our kit lens displays 
noticeable edge fringing at its edges 
across its focal range, although it 
performs quite well in the centre. Our 
professional lens gives much better 
results, and fringing is minimal even 
at the edges at maximum aperture. 
The enlargements shown here are 
taken from the corner of the frame. 


To correct the fringing from the kit lens in a JPEG shot, | selectively desaturated the purple 


colour in Photoshop. With the image greatly enlarged (| enlarged to 600%), | went to 
|mage>Adjustments>Hue/Saturation and selected Magenta from the drop-down menu, 


then sampled the fringe using the dropper. | reduced Saturation and Lightness to -40, 
which has rendered the fringing almost unnoticeable when the image is viewed at 100%.

Vignetting 


Before correction 


Vignetting, or corner shading, is 
caused by uneven illumination of 
the photosites on a sensor, often 
as 2 result of light arriving on the 
sensor at an acute angle from the 
central axis. This causes peripheral 
photosites to receive less light, 
generating a reduced signal, which 
leads to darker pixels towards the 
corners of an image. 

When used ‘wide open’ at their

wideangle settings, both the kit 

and professional zoom lenses show 
quite severe vignetting on their 
respective formats, but by the time 
both are closed down by a couple of 
stops vignetting is greatly reduced. 
Fortunately, vignetting is very easy 
to correct using many software 
platforms, and | was able to correct 
it quickly using the ‘lens correction’ 
filter in Photoshop CS3.

Vignetting is a major problem when 
shooting with wideangle lenses on a 
full-frame camera, hence the severe 
corner shading we can see here from 
the professional zoom lens when it is set 
to 24mm and used wide open at f/2.8. 
This is one situation in which the more 
expensive lens actually shows virtually 
the same problem as the cheaper one, 
due in part to the fact that it has to cover 
a larger imaging circle. At SSmm, the 
longest setting of our kit lens, there is 
virtually no corner shading ‘wide open’ at 
£/5.6. This is impressive, although it must 
be remembered that f/5.6 is two stops 
‘slower’ than the maximum aperture of 
{/2.8 of the professional lens. By f/5.6, 
the professional lens shows virtually no 
vignetting at any point in its focal range. 
Itis worth remembering, too, that as we 
Can see from the graphs on page 5, the 
professional lens shows no vignetting, 
even at f/2.8, when itis fitted on an 
APS-Cformat DSLR. 
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Conclusion 


T is difficult to say which of these 

lenses is ‘the best’ since both fulfil 

their different requirements well. 
The professional fast-aperture zoom 
Gives the best image quality, and a 
constant aperture of f/2.8 makes it 
very versatile, but this also makes 
it bulky and expensive. The kit lens 
has a slower (and variable) maximum 
aperture range, but this helps to 
make it small and light. Optical 
quality isn’t great compared to the 
more expensive optic, but as I've 
shown here it can be improved using 
software, However, there are some 
things that software cannot give you, 
such as the extra control over depth 
of field that a constant aperture of 
f/2.8 can provide. Bulld quality and 
mechanical durability are much 
higher from the professional zoom, 
which again adds to the cost, 

To sum up, the professional lens is 
the better choice for optimal quality, 
but while the kit zoom isn’t an option 
for the full-frame photographer, for 
someone dedicated to the APS-C- 
format it is certainly good enough 
to serve as a ‘run-around’ lens for 
everyday use.

Coupling rings 


A coupling ring enables a lens to be mounted normally on the camera while a second is 
attached using a coupling ring fitted via its filter thread. As the second lens is also mounted on 
the ring on its filter thread, it is reversed. This effectively produces a multi-element 
macro lens with a magnification equivalent to the ratio of the lenses. A 200mm 
lens on the camera, for example, coupled with a reverse-mounted 50mm 
optic, produces a magnification of 4:1. Swapping the 50mm lens for a 28mm 
optic produces a 7:1 magnification. The 100mm and 50mm combination 
seen here produces a 2:1 magnification. 

As the contact between the camera and the first lens is maintained, 
all the normal exposure modes are available. The imaging field may 
be restricted by the aperture of the reversed lens (which should be 
fully open), so it may be necessary to close down the aperture of 
the normally mounted optic or crop the image. 

Rotating the focusing ring of the reversed lens has 

no effect, so the first step in focusing is to move the 
camera backwards and forwards in front of the 
subject until the sharpest (relatively speaking) 
point is found. Fine focus is then achieved using 

the focus ring of the normally mounted longer optic. 
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SRB-Griturn can turn their skills

Reversing rings 


As its name suggests, a reversing ring is an adapter that enables a lens 
to be mounted the wrong way round on a camera so the front element 
is closest to the film or imaging sensor. The end result is a lens with a 
fixed working distance, but also a high magnification that is 
extremely useful for macro photography. The magnification 
depends upon the focal length of the lens and the extension 
distance from the imaging surface, but wideangle optics give 
more magnification than telephoto optics. Greater magnification 
is achieved by fitting spacer rings between the lens and camera. 
Areversing ring is attached via the filter thread of a lens and 
is then attached to the camera using the mount on its opposite 
side. Reversing a lens means the electrical connections to 
the camera are lost, and exposure must be set manually 
or using aperture priority. Lenses with an aperture 
Ting allow the greatest level of control, while fully 
automatic lenses must be used wide open. 
SRB-Griturn offers a range of coupling and 
reversing rings in different camera mounts 
and filter thread sizes.

On some cameras it may be 
Possible to use an electronic focus 
check feature. Generally if there is 
a manual exposure mode, it should 
be possible to operate the lens 
reasonably conveniently, particularly 
when using a digital camera with its 
instant review facility. Live View is 
also a great help. That anyone has 
the temerity to launch lenses that, 
from the automation aspect, are out 
of step with the times is surprising. In 


fact, only two firms - Zeiss and Leica 
— have the prestige to do it. It makes. 
the presumption that performance 
is of such a high order that a little 
inconvenience will be no barrier. 


Features 


As might be expected, the build 
quality of the all-metal mount is 

of the highest order. Holding the 
lens gives the sense of a single 

unit rather than a number of 
components joined together. Lenses 
for the old Zeiss Contarex film SLR 
system remain the peak of optical 
engineering mount excellence, 

but Zeiss comes very close with 

its current products. The finish is 
generally a semi-matt black. The 
exception is the presence of a 
stainless-steel flange at the front, 
which serves as the lens hood and 
screw-in filter fitting. Zeiss is aware 
of the damage to the internal optics 
that is possible when the lens hood 
suffers from hard knocks, The 
aperture and distance scales stand 
out in white, with the feet scale is 
displayed in red. A depth of field 
indicator and an infrared focus 
index are also present. This full set 
of depth of field markers is made 
possible because the focus rotation 
is not short. Most lenses now 
feature a short focus travel as 

this speeds up autofocus, making 
depth of field brackets too 
compressed to engrave. Zeiss 
makes a point of this as an 
advantage for manual focusing. 

In fact, at a focal length of 25mm, 
the movement over the normal 
focus distance to, say, one metre 
is fairly short. The closest focus is 
17cm (67in). The overall length 
of the lens when set to infinity is 
66.5mm from the camera body 
flange, and 79mm when set to 
17cm. At 480g it is a heavy unit, 
but durable. Focus rotation is silky 
smooth, without play and at full 
extension there is zero slop. Infinity 
to nearer is a clockwise turn, as 
the camera is held, in the style of 
Nikon, rather than anti-clockwise 
like Canon and Pentax. It appears 
to be a long-held convention that 
independent lenses use the Nikon 
style. Redesigning the focusing 
movement for different fittings is too 
expensive, and when both a camera 
brand and independent lenses are 
owned, it can lead to momentary 
confusion. The aperture setting 
ring is equipped with the 
(removable) fork of hallowed 
memory linking with Photomic 
metering heads. A second, 
mini aperture scale is 
provided to be scanned 
for viewfinder readout

For general photographic use, Zeiss 
builds two types of wideangle lens: 
Biogon and Distagon, The modem 
Biogon dates from 1951 when a 

lens was needed for the Hasselblad 
Super-Wide Camera, The former 
Zeiss designer Bertele, then working 
for the Swiss optical firm Wild, was 
commissioned to compute it He 

had just calculated the Aviagon 

erial survey lens, derived from the 
Russian Roosimov near-symmetrically 
configured lens. This very low 
distortion, minimal vignetting type has 
a short back focus: thats, the distance 
from the lens rear component to the 
image plane. 

The Zeiss Distagon, on the other 
hand, was a response to the increasing 
popularity of the SLR camera. The 
presence of the reflex mirror in an 
SLR increases the minimum back 
focus distance possible. One solution 
was to lock the mirror up to allow a 
Biogon type to recess, but that meant 
attaching a Viewfinder to the camera 
accessory shoe in order to frame the 
subject. Lenses of this type were made 
in the early SLR boom days by Nikon 
and others, but the through-the-lens 
wewing of the SLR was negated. 

In order to accommodate the 
swinging mirror, a new type of 
retrofocus design was needed. A 
retrofocus lens is the reverse of a 
telephoto one. A telephoto lens is one 
in which the back focus distance is less 
than the focal length. In a retrofocus 
of reverse telephoto design, the 
back focus is greater than the focal 
length — so allowing space for the 
SLR's mirror. Essentially, a telephoto 
lens has positive element groups 
fronting it and negative ones at the 
rear. The retrofocus design reverses 
this configuration and can be used 
for a wide range of focal lenaths, 
including wideangle zooms. The large,

negative front element needed can 
be beneficial in reducing vignetting, 
On the other hand, since the design 
cannot have the basically symmetrical 
configuration of the Biogon type, 
correction of curvilinear distortion is 
made more difficult. 

The original 25mm f/2.8 Distagon 
T* was launched in 1961. The suffix 
T’ona Zeiss lens indicates that its 
actual light transmission is indeed the 
rated one, rather than a figure that 
merely denotes the physical size of the 
aperture stop in relation to the focal 
length. True transmission figures are 
required for the exacting demands 
of the movie industry, which requires 
Precise exposure and colour matching 
identity when interchanging lenses. 
The practice of giving this rating is also 
used for lenses for Zeiss still cameras, 
The current version of this 25mm 
lens has been recomputed to take 
into account the special requirement 
of digital cameras and has added a 
Close-focusing ‘macro’ facility. The 
original design used eight elements in 
seven groups. The new lens has ten 
elements in eight groups. This redesign 
is fundamental, though the small 
diameter of the rear group does not 
seem to allow for the telecentricism — 
parallelism of the emergent rays ~ that 
reduces vignetting in a digital camera, 
This cemented doublet is fronted by a 
baffle, presumably to reduce stray light 
~ another factor that reduces quality, 
and which is agaravated in a digital 
camera by the highly reflective surface 
of the sensor, 


Performance 

There are always two aspects to a 
lens's performance: optical excellence 
and practicality. It is no help to 

have top-quality imaging capability 
coupled to inconvenient handling in 
the field. The Zeiss 25mm f/2.8 is 
difficult to categorise. On the one 
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hand it delivers an excellent optical 
performance, but on the other it falls 
far short of modern expectations 

in features, Focusing is manual only 
and there are no electronic links 

for aperture or exposure control. 
Cameras able to give a focus check 
when using a non-autofocus lens can 
to an extent overcome the absence 
of the auto drive. 

Similarly, if ‘stopped down! metering 
is possible in the manual exposure 
metering mode, guidance in the form 
of + deviation from the suggested 
reading can be read and the shutter 
speed adjusted accordingly. Those 
best suited to this will be surviving 
users of earlier, mechanical cameras. 
Others will need to find out what 
restrictions there may be with the 
camera model they own. 

The optical performance is 
excellent, but not without some 
criticism. Resolving power and 
definition are high centrally at full 
aperture (f/2,8), In fact, it is only 
marginally improved on stopping 
down. Corners lag behind all the way 
and, unusually, central definition at 
{/2.8 is better than corner definition 
at f/5.6 (two stops down). The lens 
focuses to 0.17m, but by 1.5m the 
increase in spherical aberration 
requires stopping down to f/8 to give 
coverage. It is a problem that can be 
solved by incorporating a ‘floating 
element’ or group to compensate. 

Drawing was excellent, and itis a 
parameter to which Zeiss — with its 
long history in photogrammetry - 
always pays attention, Used on the full- 
frame Nikon D3 DSLR, vignetting at 
full aperture was quite marked towards 
the corners. It was less evident on 
film, as usually occurs. Lateral colour 
Correction was impeccable and images 
were notable for the outstanding 
rendering of colours and subtle 
hues — and of tonal quality overall

Geoffrey Crawley 
looks at the history 
and science behind 
anti-reflection 
coating - the

HE multi-element 
construction of modern 
lenses, especially zooms, 


would be impossible but for the 
development of thin-film, anti- 
reflection coating. The latest 
technique uses ‘nanotechnology’ 
but the principle was first noted 
back in the early 19th century by 
the optician Josef von Fraunhofer, 
best remembered for his work on 
spectroscopy. Much later, in 1892, 
the leading British lens designer H 
Dennis Taylor reported the same 
effect: a tarnished lens transmitted 
more light than an untarnished one. 
“Tarnishing’ is the result of the glass 
reacting with the atmosphere. In 
those days aerial pollution in cities 
was far greater than itis today, with 
thousands of chimneys emitting 


smoke and sulphurous chemicals. 
Taylor experimented on and off, 
and in 1904 patented a means for 
artificially tarnishing lens-element 
surfaces by immersing them in a 
chemical bath. 

Though such coatings improved 
the light transmission and contrast 
given by photographic lenses, it 
remained nothing more than a 
curiosity. At the time, the smallest 
format any self-respecting 
photographer might use was 
2%4x3Ain plates or sheet film. These 
cameras had a large dark chamber 
that reduced the proportion of 
stray light, and tolerances were 
less exacting all round. However, 
the arrival of the 35mm camera 
began to preoccupy lens designers 
with much more demanding 


requirements, and anything that 
could enhance quality became 
important. Dr Alexander Smakula 
(1927-1983) of Carl Zeiss is 
credited with developing the coating 
method of evaporating a metallic 
substance and depositing it on a 
Jens-element surface in a vacuum 
chamber. That was in 1935, and 
although a Kodak Acro-Ektar 
wartime lens for reconnaissance 

is said to have used a bloomed 
element, it was not until the 1950s 
that coated lenses began to appear 
in consumer cameras. Their arrival 
markedly improved results on the 
new colour films that were becoming 
available, and by the end 
of the decade all but the 
most inexpensive cameras 
had coated optics.

The principle 

So what is this magic that has 
revolutionised camera-lens design but 
\s taken almost entirely for granted? 
When light falls on a glass surface, a 
proportion of it passes through and a 
Proportion is reflected. The reason for 
this is the difference in refractive index 
at the interface between the air and 
the glass. A lens with several elements 
ends up with multiple reflections, 

and each one progressively reduces 
the proportion of light transmitted. A 
lens with eight surfaces may transmit 
only about 50% of the incident light, 
slowing it by one stop over the firating, 
which relates the diameter of the iris 
of the lens to its focal length. With 25 
surfaces, transmission might be as low 
as 5% — which ts clearly a non-starter. 
Considering that 16-20 elements 

are possible in modern lenses, it is 
obvious that coating is as vital to the 
design as the actual configuration

and optical glass used. The basic 
mechanism of reflection cancellation 
is shown in Figure 3. The same 
principle is used to reduce machinery 
sound levels. The noise is played back 
through loudspeakers with a delay, 
putting it out of phase with the original 
noise, resulting in a very effective 
cancellation of the sound frequency. 
Smakula’s method is basically similar 
to the one employed today, though 
awider variety of coating substances 
is used.

Coating for the green in the centre of 
the spectrum does have some effect 
fight across the spectrum, tailing off 
towards either end.

However, it was soon 
realised that further improvernents 
were possible by coating further 
layers of suitable materials — multi- 
layer, or ‘multi-coating’, had arrived.

By coating a glass surface, the reflections from the coating and the glass beneath it cancel each other out. The peaks of the coating reflection 
waveform coincide with the troughs of the glass reflection waveform.

the phrase in promotional material in 
the late 1960s. It soon emerged that 
other optical firms were also using it 

In order to extend the inter-surface 
reflection cancellation across the 
spectrum, the refractive index and 
thickness of the materials has to be 
carefully computed, The cumulative 
effect is sometimes known as 
‘black’ coating — since, theoretically, 
if all wavelenaths of reflection are 
cancelled, it would leave a black 
hole as you look into the lens. That 
optimum is achieved in the optics of 
some scientific instrumentation. 

A multi-coated photographic lens 
will show some residual low-level 
reflection of various colours. If the 
reflection is strong, the glass is 
likely to be single-layer coated. In 
the early days you could count lens 
elements by looking into the lens. 
under a strong light. Nowadays a 
stack of 11-16 coating layers may be

Nanotechnology 


Nanotechnology arrived, at least to 
Public notice, quite recently — four 
or five years ago. It involves the 
creation of ‘nano’-sized particles 
that have properties unobtainable 
with ‘normal’-sized particles. They 
are used to modify the surface 
properties of materials. For example, 
they may make them scratch-proof, 
dirt-resistant, antiseptic or confer 
electrical conductivity. There is some 
disquiet, though, since if they break 
free in the air, they can cause lung 


damage. However, they also offer the 
possibility of breaking the final barrier 
of near-100% light transmission. 
Nikon has announced the use of 
nanotechnology for the anti-reflection 
Coating of its lens elements. Canon 
has not used the same description, 
but its term ‘Subwavelength Structure 
Coating’ (SWC) appears to indicate at 
least a parallel development. 
Nano, which is Greek for dwarf, 
ts used for one-thousand-millionth 
(of ametre, in this case), Nanometre 
units are the measurement used 
for wavelengths of light. Canon uses 
tiny wedges smaller than these 
wavelengths. Of varying size, they 
effectively eliminate the changes 
in refractive index at the air/glass 
interface across the colour wavelength 
spectrum. It is this change in refractive 
index that causes the reflections, 
Nikon refers to a coating with a 
‘coarse’, crystalline structure. It is

reduces unwanted stray light. Nikon 
has included its ‘Nano Crystal Coat’ in 
the Nikkor AF-S 14-24mm f/2.8G ED 
ultra-wideangle zoom. Canon's SWC 
is used in the EF 24mm /1.4L Il USM. 
The main advantage of these new 
techniques is in overcoming the defect 
of multilayer-coating: the reduction 
of efficiency as the lens viewing angle 
increases and the light begins to fall 
at oblique angles. It will benefit super- 
wideangle monofocals and, especially, 
wideangle zooms. The principle is 
shown in the diagrams above. On 
the face of it, the final frontier in 
delivering the maximum capability in 
current lens design has been reached, 
but nanotechnology is making new 
types of transparent media possible.

existing lenses can be adapted to be 
used as a macro lens, and one of the 
easiest is to use a close-up filter. In 
fact, they are not really filters at all, 
but lenses that screw on to the filter 
thread of an existing optic, allowing 
it to focus at closer distances. 
Close-up lenses are normally sold 
in different dioptre strengths and

and even +10 dioptres. What's more,

However, close-up lenses have 
their problems. For instance, some 
of the cheaper designs are little 
more than magnifying glass lenses 
and can suffer from reduced light 
transmission, vignetting, chromatic 
aberrations and a reduction in 
sharpness at the edges.

lens with an AF DC Nikkor 105mm 
f/2 D optic that had a Hoya Pro 
Digital Close-Up No3 filter attached, 
The Hoya close-up lens is specifically 
designed and coated for digital 
cameras, and is one of the highest 
quality (and most expensive) options 
available. Consequently, it should 
show the best results possible for 

a close-up lens filter. 


Minimum focus distance 
and magnification 


With 3 minimum focus distance of 
31cm, the Sigma 105mm lens is 
able to offer a 1:1 image ratio, so the 
image projected onto the sensor is 
the same size as the actual object 
being photographed. This is best 
demonstrated on film or a full-frame 
digital camera where, for example, if 
you photograph a £1 coin, the image 
created on film will be life-size, 

The Nikkor 105mm lens is not 
amacro lens. It has a minimum, 
focus distance of 90cm and offers 
a magnification of just 1:7.7, so the 
actual subject is 7.7 times larger than

depencs upon the quality of the filter and 
the quality of the lens with which itis used 


or on film. By attaching a +3 dioptre 
close-up filter, the minimum focus 
distance of the lens becomes around 
40cm, which gives an approximate 
magnification of 1:2.5. Adding a +4 
dioptre close-up filter to this setup 
makes +7 dioptres in total, which 
brings you close to life-size. However, 
using two combined close-up filters 
has a negative effect on image 
quality. lf you can find one available 
ina suitable filter thread size, a +10 
dioptre filter may be a better option 
than combining two filters. A close-up 
lens of this strength gives a lens like 
the Nikkor 105mm a magnification 
ratio just a little greater than 1:1, 
albelt with drop in quality compared 
toa macro lens.

Even chromatic aberrations are 
well controlled. When a wide aperture 
is selected the close-up filter displays 
green fringing on strongly contrasting 
edges, but at f16 it is not present at 
all. Given that the depth of field is 
very shallow when using the +3 
close-up filter, an aperture of at 
least f/8 would be needed to obtain 
@ good depth of field and sharp focus 
in most images. So, although 
chromatic aberration can be present 
when using close-up filters, itis 
unlikely that it will hinder images in

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and +3 dioptre filters (a combined magnification of +7 dioptres) have caused 
a slight drop in quality and fringing is evident around edges. While the macro 
lens provides the best quality, the close-up filters produce very good results

Conclusion 


JHE performance of a close-up filter depends upon the quality of 
the lens with which it is used as well as the filter Lenses that already 


have a close minimum focusing distance benefit from close-up 
filters more than those with longer minimum focus lengths. Using two 
Close-up filters helps achieve an even greater magnification, but also 
reduces image quality and two filters can cost nearly as much as a macro 
lens. Digital SLR cameras with sensors smaller than a 35mm frame are 
preferable when using close-up filters as only the centre of the lens, where it 
is at its sharpest, is used. So, although dedicated macro lenses are still more 
desirable and result in better image quality, a good-quality close-up filter is 
an excellent alternative option for the amateur photographer on a budget.

HE unique effect produced 
bya fisheye lens makes it 
one of the most interesting 
optics for a photographer. However, 
the extreme field of view of such 
lenses means they are of limited 
application so they only tend to 
be used occasionally. In short, it is 
simply not cost-effective for the 
average amateur photographer 
to splash out on one. 

An alternative is a wideangle adapter. 
This screws onto the filter thread of a 
lens and typically alters the focal length 
by around 0.3x. When it is used on a 
wideangle lens, a fisheye-type effect 
ts achieved. You can use these lens 
adapters to experiment with taking 
fisheye images before making the 
deasion to buy such a lens, 

However, there is an even cheaper 
way to get a fisheye effect from your 
compact camera — in fact, it should 
cost less than £10. All you need is 
a spyhole door viewer — of the type 
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secured in a door so that you may see 
who is on the other side - and a black 
film canister. Spyholes offer a very 
wide angle of view and are available 
mM most DIY or hardware stores. 
Other than this, all you really need is 
some scissors, a pen and a ruler. 
Don't expect excellent results (door 
viewers aren't exactly known for their 
optical quality), but it should allow 
you to obtain a fisheye effect on a 
compact camera for next to nothing,

As the canister will not fit around the lens barrel nearest the 
body of my compact camera, | have placed the canister up against the end of this barrel Hold the eye viewer up to the canister and make sure its rear doesn’t extend past the 
and marked the end of the lens on the canister using tape. line marking the end of the camera lens. 


The eye viewer normally has two parts so that it adjusts to fit any size door. Unscrew 

the two parts and place the part containing the lens into the hole you made in the 
canister. Again, carefully check to make sure the rear of the door viewer won't scratch the 
cameralens.
